NEW YORK, June 2A— Staten 
Island, the borough of Richmond, 
w’as isolated from Manhattan and 
Brooklyn today as firemen con­ 
tinued to pour w’ater onto th* 
smouldering ruins of the St. Georgs 
ferry terminal, seen*5 of a spectacu­ 
lar $2,000,000 fire that killed threa 
persons. 


More than 26 persons were in­ 
jured, two of them seriously, in th* 
waterfront holocaust across th* 
harbor from the Statue of Liberty, 
that mushroomed from a spark 
from an electric train shortly after 
2 p. rn. yesterday. 
Meanwhile, delegates to the an­ 
nual convention 
of the Feasted! 
Association of Fire Chiefs, meeting 
in New’ York, described the United 
State* as “the world’s number ons 
fire trap” where 10,000 persona 
die annually in fires that caus* 
$500,000 OOO damage. They said de­ 
pleted equipment and unrepaired 
buildings threatened greater loas of 
life and property 
Emergency ferry service was re­ 
sumed from Staten island to Man­ 
hattan and Brooklyn for a short 
time last night after the flames 
were brought under control, but 
was suspended indefinitely when 
the fire broke out agdin in smould­ 
ering pilings and spread to addi­ 
tional ferry slips. 
The fire enveloped the building, 
a three story structure of wood, 
cement and steel, within five min­ 
utes. Hundreds of employes fled 
in panic or dived into the water. 
Rail SjMirk Blamed 
Firemen said the flames started 
from a spark from the third rail 
of an electric train. Planking over 
a city-owned paint shop was ig­ 
nited and the flames spread quick­ 
ly throughout the sprawling build- 
j ing. 
Fortunately, 
there 
were 
few 
travellers in the terminal at the 
time. 
The ferry 
Knickerbocker, 
I carrying 400 passengers, had pulled 
1 out only a few minutes before 
Twenty-five persons left on the 
slip clung precariously to the apron 
until a Coast Guard tug rescued 
them. 
The three dead, tw^o men and one 
woman, were terminal workers. 
Mrs. Margaret White, 45, Staten 
Island, a ticket agent was burned 
to death near her booth. Harold 
deadening, 59, Staten Island, a 
civilian employe of the fire depart­ 
ment assigned to the terminal, died 
In the street after running from 
the building, his clothing In flames. 
Jerry Cronin, 46, also of Staten 
Island, died of burns in Staten 
Island hospital a few hours after

Farmers can help ease the feed 
situation by following a few simple 
rules, according to feed specialists 
of the Farm Bureau Cooperative 
Association, Columbus. They out­ 
lined 
IO steps that should be 
taken: 
1. Grow as much feed as pos­ 
sible, 
particularly 
proteins 
and 
hay. 
2. Plant and maintain good liga­ 
tures, 
especially for hogs and 
poultry. 
3. Market cockerels early—do 
not feed longer than 12 to 13 
weeks, 
4. Feed home-grown grains. 
5. Move pullets to range as soon 


as possible. 
6. Cull poor producers. 
7. Cull old hens. 
8. Give preferential treatm ent to 
breeding and foundation stock to 
keep them in good condition. Be 
sure they get enough feed. 
0. Eliminate feed waste. Do not 
fill feed hoppers to overflowing 
and do not leave hoppers uncov­ 
ered in the wind. 
IO. Keep down diseases and par­ 
asites by keeping premises clean.

If you have been one of tho 
thousands of Ohio farm ers looking 
about for bale ties — you know 
they’re scarce. 
W hat’s more suppliers of this 
essential to hay making see little 
relief in the future. “There won't 
be enough to go around," is the 
way W. A. H arbarth of the farm 
maintenance division of the Farm 
Bureau Cooperative Association, 
Columbus, put it. And th at’s the 
situation everywhere. 
Last year, approximately 300 
tons of wire ties reached Ohio 
farms thiough cooperative chan­ 
nels. That was enough for about 
two and one-fourth million bales 
of straw and hay. Enough baling 
twine was made available to tit 
another 400.000 bales. 
This year there was no carry­ 
over of wire ties, but the cooper­ 
atives were able to alleviate this 
shortage to some extent by supply­ 
ing more twine. Six thousand balls 
more of twine were acquired thia 
year and are either delivered or 
being delivered to cooperative out­ 
lets. This is enough to tie one and 
one third million 
bales. Enough 
more of both types of ties is ex­ 
pected to be available to equal last 
year, but there s no assurance of 
that, according to Hackbarth. 
W hat’s the cause of the short­ 
age? 
There are 
a number of 
things that enter the picture which 
threw’ production too late to do 
the farm er any good this season, 
Hackbarth reports. First was the 
Bteel strike that occurred at a 
time when bale ties should have 
been in production. Next was the 
coal strike which further set pro­ 
duction back. The price increases 
on steel did not come through 
heavy enough to accomodate the 
industry as far as bale ties are 
concerned, so the steel industry 
has gone to work on products 
where the profit Is greater. 
Hackbarth advises farm ers to 
plan now to store all the hay they 
can in the mow and properly stack 
the remainder in a convenient 
place. There may be a chance to 
bale it before Winter, he said.

OHIO BUST WRECKS TWO BUILDINGS 


Soldiers Combing China For 
Remains Of Flyers Lost 
During War 


COLUMBUS, June 26—Rewards 
♦ th e being paid by the United States 
for information leading to recov­ 
ery of the remains of American 
servicemen who lost their lives in 
China during World War II, the 
War Department announced today. 
Such sums have been paid to 
Chinese in addition to rewards of­ 
fered by the Chinese goveVnment 
Q for information leading to location 
of remains of American flyers 
who lost their lives when they 
crashed in remote regions, accord­ 
ing to Colonel Charles F. Kear­ 
ney, in charge of graves registra­ 
tion work at headquarters, United 
States Army Forces in China 
Colonel Kearney returned to this 
country recently to report on ac- 
5 tivlties of his command to Major 
General T. B. Larkin, the quarter­ 
master general. 
Combing an area one-third larg­ 
er than the United States under 
extremely adverse conditions face 
the men who are now carrying on 
a relentless search for remains. 
Colonel Kearney revealed. W eath­ 
er, bandits and inaccessible moun- 
tain areas into which feww if any 
w Americans have ever penetrated 
are problems with whi^h search 
teams must contend. 
"The tremendous size of China 
and the inaccessibility of many I 
areas where our airmen crashed 
during th** war make recovery of 
bodies difficult," Colonel Kearney 
explained. "Roads are practically 
non-existent. Airfield! are scarce 
and not in good condition. We can 
ta * 't into some areas only by air, 
and have to bring our motor trans­ 
portation. fuel and all equipment 
with us. We have travelled 
to 
tome areas by b at and to others 
by pack animals. We’ve used about 
every known means of transporta­ 
tion" 
Circular letters have been sent 
to all missionaries in China, and 
these have brought reports which 
have eventually led to recovery of 
f remains.

WHAT « pity thftt anybody 
should contract undulant fever, not 
only because this stubborn infec­ 
tion is difficult to treat, but also 
because it is so easily preventable. 
lf all dairy products consumed in 
the United States were pasteur­ 
ized, we would almost nevar hear 
of a case of undulant fever. 
Prevention is as easy as that in 
most cases, and yet thousands of 
people come down with this long- 
drawn-out, 
weakening 
disease 
every year simply because they 
keep on drinking raw milk. 
Undulant fever it caused by a 
germ belonging to what is known 
as the brucella group. 
As a general rule, the symptoms 
of the disorder develop about two 
weeks after the infection is ac­ 
quired. There are marked weak­ 
ness, sweating, chills and general­ 
ized aching. Often thera may be 
some running of the nose and 
coughing. 
Fever is present in 
practically all cases. 
According to Dr. Charles G. 
Baker of Lexington, Kentucky, 
the symptoms of undulant fever 
vary to a great extent. 
For example, in one type of 
case, weakness and irritability 
may persist for weeks even though 
the fever disappears within one 
to six days after the disorder 
starts. This type may often be 
confused with influenza. In an­ 
other type the patient has a norm­ 
al temperature in the morning 
with fever in the afternoon vary­ 
ing from 101 to 104 degrees. After 
a period of six to sixteen weeks 
the fever disappears. 
In still another group of cases, 
the disorder starts gradually with 
pains in the muscles and in the 
neck, and with headache and fever 
in the afternoon. The fever grad­ 


ually becomes higher and Anally 
may reach 104 degrees, where­ 
upon the patient develops severs 
weakness, irritability, sleepless­ 
ness, sweating, constipation and 
loss of weight. 
Then, within a day or so, tbs 
temperature returns to normal and 
the symptoms clear up to a great 
extent. However, after a few days, 
the fever recurs and the other 
symptoms come back again. 
Accurate Diagnosis 
The most accurate way of diag­ 
nosing undulant fever is by Anding 
the germs in the blood. Another 
method of diagnosis is the use of 
a skin test which is made by in­ 
jecting into the skin a killed cul­ 
ture of brucella germ. Redness 
will occur where the injection is 
given if the person has had undu­ 
lant fever. However, a positive 
test does not mean that active in­ 
fection is present 
The treatment of undulant fever 
consists of rest in bed, the giving 
of Auids, and measures to relieve 
fever and pain. The sulfonamide 
drugs have been helpful in some 
cases. Blood taken from a person 
who has recovered from the disease 
may be helpful in occasional in­ 
stances when injected into a vein. 
However, the disease is a most dif­ 
ficult one to cure. 
This disease is not spread direct­ 
ly from man to man. It must be 
acquired from handling infected 
animals or from eating their pro­ 
ducts. In this lies the secret of 
its prevention. 
Even though a 
case might crop up now and then 
among those who must work di­ 
rectly with animals, the great ma­ 
jority of cases that doctors ara 
now called on to treat would never 
occur at all if people generally in­ 
sisted on pasteurization of all 
dairy products.

• WASHINGTON—Political observers expect no resignations on 
the supreme court for months to come, if then, despite the now 
famous feud between Justices Robert H. Jackson and Hugo L Black. 
In the first place, the high bench la in recess for the summer— 
which may prove a cooling-off period in more ways than one. 
the second place, who is to resign—Jackson, Black or both? 
Informed sources are convinced that President Truman would 
pleased if both bowed out and cleared the atmos­ 
phere for Chief Justice Vinson when he takes 
office. 
But Jackson, winding up his job as chief United 
States war crimes prosecutor at Nuernberg, has 
shown a determination to see things through to 
the bitter end 
Naturally, observers explain, Black is not go­ 
ing to step down under fire unless Jackson does, 
and perhaps not then. The Alabamian, a tough 
and tart-tongued veteran of Senate battles, feels 
that his honor is at stake. 
The possibility arises that the president may 
put pressure on Jackson when he returns, but 
that is as far as the president can go. There is 
nothing in the Jackson charges against Black, 
as House and Senate judiciary committees have pointed out, that 
justifies proceedings against the Alabama justice. 
Thus the feud, as sizzling as a midsummer day in Washington, 
promises to crackle through the summer and beyond.

Expenses Have Gone Up In 


City Schools Since 1935; 


Enrollment Down 


Expenditure per pupil in Cir- 
rleville's public schools in 1944 
was only 64 08. according to a 
statistical booklet issued Wednes­ 
day bv the Ohio Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
The booklet, listing current ex­ 
penditures 
per pupil 
in 
public 
schools in 113 Ohio cities, dis­ 
closed that Circleville school ex­ 
penditures per pupil in 1944 were 
the second smallest in the state. 
The schedule contained in the bul­ 
letin shows that Jackson, with 
163.49, is the only city among the 
113 which spent less per pupil than 
did Circleville. 
The low figure for Circleville is 
interpreted as a claar reflection of 
the inadequate facilities and non­ 
improved buildings in the Circle­ 
ville school system. 
Shaker Heights topped the list 
with expenditures of $208 09 per 
pupil. 
Chillicothe 
spent 
$80.74. 
Lancaster $78.87, Columbus $95.25. 
Figures 
in 
the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce booklet, covering the 
period of 1935 to 1944. both in­ 
clusive, show that in 1935 Circle­ 
ville spent $42.75 per pupil and 
that the per pupil increase in ex­ 
penditures through 1944 amounted 
to 49.9 per cent. The enrollment in 
Circleville schools was 1,668 in 
1944 as compared with 1,671 in 
1935. a decrease of .2 per cent, al­ 
though the 1944 total enrollment 
was higher than in any year of the 
10-year period excepting 1935. 
The booklet also says that the 
total current operating expenses 
of Circleville schools was $106 - 
897 51 in 1944 as against $71,- 
429.82 in 1935, an increase of 49 6 
per cent. 
The average per pupil expendi­ 
ture in city public schools in Ohio 
was $117.40 in 1944, the booklet 
shows, as compared with $80.36 in 
1935, and the total school enroll­ 
ment was 1,134,118 in 1944 as 
against 1,296,732 in 1935, a de­ 
crease of 12.5 per cent. Public 
school current operating expenses 
totaled 120,123,653.36 in 1944 as 
compared with $91,088,896.76 in 
1635, an increase of 31.9 per cent. 
The statistics were compiled, the 
booklet says, from the records of 
the State Department of Educa­ 
tion.

Nye, prewar isolationist, was de­ 
feated by Sen. Milton R. Young, 
Republican, in a special election 
held simultaneously with the pri­ 
maries. At stake was the senate 
seat left vacant by the death of 
Sen.

Moses, who died

26 — Tax 
revenues raised in Ohio for opera­ 
tion of State and local govern­ 
ments are in excess of the com­ 
bined needs, Executive Vice Presi­ 
dent Herschel C. Atkinson of the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce, de­ 
clared Wednesday. 
Better and more equitable dis­ 
tribution of tax income is Ohio’s 
problem, one which should be dealt 
with by the Ohio General Assem­ 
bly. but is too big to be treated ef­ 
fectively at the current 
special 
session of the legislature, Mr. At­ 
kinson stated. 
Either Governor Lausche or the 
legislature—or preferably both 
should undertake a complete study 
of this critical tax situation for 
the guidance of the regular ses­ 
sion of the legislature, which con­ 
venes beginning next January, the 
Ohio Chamber of Commerce state­ 
ment asserted. 
Basis for the Ohio Chamber 
statem ent is the release of a 48- 
page printed analysis of expendi­ 
ture and taxation trends of local 
governments in the State, entitled: 
“Ten Years of Expenditures—Cit­ 
ies. Schools, and Counties in Ohio." 
This study of the tax situation j 
in Ohio, which has been in progress 
for several months, Mr. Atkinson 
said, has disclosed these develop­ 
ments: 
I. 
Considerably 
more 
than 
enough money is being raised to 
finance all legitimate functions of 


government—state, 
cities, 
coun­ 
ties, schools and townships. 
2. 
There are very obvious and 
serious inequities in the distribu­ 
tion of tax revenues. 
3. 
Many Ohio cities either have 
embarked upon. or are seriously 
considering the imposition of tax 
devices which tend to put industry 
and business in those cities at a 
serious disadvantage. 
The grave effect, of the prob­ 
lem upon Ohio industry was stress­ 
ed in a foreword to the Ohio Cham­ 
ber’s newest survey, in which it 
was stated that: 
1. 
The report “makes startling­ 
ly clear” the background for new 
tix threats to Ohio industry,— 
namely, the city consumers’ utility 
tax and the city pay roll and in­ 
come tax. 
2. 
The new’ local taxation ap­ 
proaches stem out of the desperate 
effort of municipal governments to 
find new income sources free from 
the limitations now imposed upon 
real estate taxation. 
3. 
The imposition of these new 
taxes by municipalities adds to in­ 
dustrial operating costs, and may 
adversely influence new industrial 
enterprises considering operation 
in specific communities. 
4. 
The widespread adoption of 
excise and income taxes in Ohio 
cities could seriously affect the
